2827, - Whereas, in exercise of the powers conferred by section 6 of the Export 
(Quality Control and Inspection ) Act , 1963 (22 of 1963 ), the Central Government is of 
opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do for the development of the export trade 
of ludia , thut ( oriander should be subject to quality control and inspection prior to 
export ; 

And wheroas the Central Goveromçat has formulated the proposals specified below for 
the said purpose and has forwarded the same to the Export Inspection Council , as required 
by sub -rule (2 ) of rule 11 of the Export ( Quality Control and Inspection ) Rules , 1964; 

Now , therefore , in pursuance of the said sub - rule , the Central Government horeby 
publishes the said proposals for the information of the public likely to be affected thereby . 

2 . Notice is hereby given that any person desiring to forward any objections or 
suggestions with respect to the said proposals may forward the same within thirty days 
of the date of publication of this notification to the Export Inspection Council , "World 
Trade Centre" , 14 / 1 - B , Ezra Street (7th floor), Calcutta - 1. 

PROPOSALS 
( 1 ) To notify that Coriander shall be subject to quality control and inspection prior to 
export; 

(2 ) To specify the type of inspection in accordance with the draft Export of Coriander 
(Inspection ) Rules , 1969, set out in the Annexure to this notification as the type of 
inspection which will be applied to such Coriander prior to export; 
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(3 ) To recognise the grade designations formulated under the Coriander Grading and 
Marking Rules, 1964 as the standard specifications for Coriander , 

(4 ) To prohibit the export in the course of international trade of Conander , unless a 
mark or seal or label recognised by the Central Government has been afixed or applied 
to packages or containers of such Coriander 

3 Nothing in this notification shall apply to export by sea , land or air of samples of 
Coriander not cxceeding in value of rupees twenty to prospective buyers 

4 " Coriander" means Coriander (Coriandrum sativum L ), whole and powder, produced 
in India

Draft rules proposed to be made under section 17 of Export (Quality Control and 
Inspection ) Act , 1963 (22 of 1963) 

1 Short Htle and commencement (1) Those rules may be called the Export of Coriander 
(inspection ) Rules, 1969 

(2 ) They shall come into force on the 

2 Procedure of Inspection of Coriander prior to export — The provisions of the Agricul 
tural Producc (Grading and Marking ) Act, 1937 ( 1 of 1937) , the General Grading and 
Marking Rules , 1937 , and the Coriander Grading and Marking Rules, 1964 shall, so far 
as may be , apply to the inspection of Coriander prio1 to export
